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STEPHENS FOR GOVERNOR 


BACON FOFPMALLY WITHDRAWS 
FROM THE RACE. 


The Nomination of Mr. Stevhens by a Practically 
Unanimous Vote—Hon. Thomas Hardeman 
Nominated for Congressman-at-Large. 
The State Executive Committee. 


When Chairman Jackson rapped the convention 
to order, it was noticed that his coat lapel was 
adorned with a blushing rosebud lending 4 little 
touch of estheticism to a rather matter-of fact body 
of ien. Under a suspension of the rules, a com- 
mittee was named to Jevy voluntary contributions 
upon’ such as were willing to answer the call, the 
object being to reimburse the services of the smail 
boy. who so readily auswered the behests of thirsty 
and timid delegates. The chair announced the rc- 
ception of the following telegram from the demv- 
cratic convention of Texas: ‘‘Galveston, Texas, 
July 19.—To the President of the Democratic Con 
vention at Atlanta: Under the banner of the Jeffer 
sonian democracy we march with yuu, having har- 
mony among ourselves and good will for all demo- 
rais grounded in purity of principle and guided 
by unity of action, preparatory to the great battle 
for the rights of the people and all the people to be 
fought in the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
four. Brethren, again we greet you.’’ Signed by 
John Hancock, president. To this telegram the 
chairman sent the following reply: ‘‘Atlantsa, July 
19.—To John Hancock, President Democratic Con- 
vention, Galveston: The baxner of Jeffersonian 
democracy will be carried unsullied to victory. 
With harmony among ourselves, and best wishes to 
brethren in other states, we are burnishing our 
armor for the contest of eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, Brethren, we greet you.”’ 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 


Mr. H. R. Harris, of Meriwether, from the com- 
mittee on resolutions, submitted the jollowing re- 
port, which was unanimously adopted: 

1. Resolved, That the democratic party of Georgia, 
‘hrough its accredited representatives assembled, 
reaflirm with all emphasis and fervorthe time- 
honored principles expounded by the sages, Jeffer- 
son aud Madison, and illustrated and enferced by 
‘the pure and able men who have by their teach 
ings und practical enforcement of their political 
faith, advanced the glory, and promoted the pros- 
peri y of this union. 

2. Resolved, That we.will renew our exertions to 
give fresh and increased power to the operation of 
these principles, being well assured by actual ex 
perience and ihe teachiug of history that the tri 
umph of democratic doctrines and methods brings 
—_ and prosperity to the people, and insures 

onesty and vigor in the administration of the gov- 
ernment, while the exclusion of the democratic 
party from the public administration encourages 
con:empt for the constitution, opens wide the door 
for a ruinous waste of the public treasure, engeii 
ders a flagitious disregard of responsibility, and be 
gits a Jameutable indifference to that common fra 
iernity which should uuvite us as people. 

3. Resolved, That we charge the present ad minis- 
tration with an nndignified, partisan and corrupt 
interference with local elections; with a prostitu- 
tion of executive patronage in states for the pur- 
pose of extending its lease of power, and under 
color of the collection of internal revenues, with 
setting on foot armed raiding parties, wno, ranging 
at pleasure threugh whole communities, subject 
the inhabitants to arbitrary arrests, often involving 
the innoceut in loss of liberty, property, and eveu 
life itself 

4 Resolved, That we cordially invite and earnest 
ly solicit every good citizen of Georgia to unite 
with us in the effort, by all honorable means, to re- 
store the ascendancy in the union of the party of 
the constitution—the party which subordinates iis 
policy, its measures and its aspirations to the re- 
quirements of law and the exactions of elevated 
morality, and, by the administration of justice 
equally to all, brings peace tocommunities, thereby 
rye to our Common country the saving efficacy 
of a political faith and practice which have so sig 
nally rescued our beloved commonwealth and 
placed her upon such an cuviable eminence. 

Mr. Harris, of Merlwether, further submitted the 
following, which was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, By this convention, that for the pur- 
pose of effecting a more Compact aud thorough 
organizggion of the democratic party of the state of 
Georgia the sysiem of organization recommended 
iby the national executive commiitee be, and the 
sume is hereby adopted, by which the member of 
the national executive committee from this state is 
made ex-officis a member of the state executive 
committee: the member of the state executive com- 
miit e from each congressional district ex officioa 
member of the congressional district committee; 
the member {J om each county constituting the con- 
gressional district ex-officioa member of the county 
executive commiitee, so as to preserve a complete 
and intimate connection through the state organi- 
zation with the nat onal, districtand county exec- 
utive commitiees of the democratic party. 

THE VOTE FOR GOVERNOR, 

The regular order being the nomination of can- 
didates for governor, the call of the roll was ordered 
when 

Mr. Barrow, of Clarke, said when the vote on the 
rules was announced he, ie common with other 
friends of Mr. Bacon, recognized the fact that the 
contest for the nominations was practica!ly settled. 
Mr. Bacon had, therefore, authorized him to withb- 
draw his name from nomination, and in doing so 
he desired to read the following letter: 


ATLANTA, July 19, 1882.—Hon. Pope Barrow, At- 
lanta, .a.—My Dearsir: As you placed my name 
in nomination before the gubernatorial conven- 
tion, now in session, I ask to say the following to 
you, to be communicated to the convention: 

There are but two candidates before the conven 
tion, andit is conceded that a majority of the dele- 
gates selected will vote for the nomination of Mr. 
Stephens. I regard the abrogation of the two- 
thirds rule, and the vote of the convention had 
thereon, a8 4 practical settlement of the contest for 
the nomination. The taking of a further vote 
would be a useless formatity which would not 
change the result thus already definitely ascertain- 
ed. There is no prsctical end which would be sub- 
served by such subsequent vote, and it would be 
unreasonable in me to ask for any more formal ex- 
pression of that which has already been thus an- 
nounced with sufficient certainty.

Mr. Bryan, of Henry, moved the nomination of 
Mr. Stephens by acclamation, but as there were 
several objections to this course, the call of the roil 
was ordered. Thecall proceeded without incident 
until Bibb was reached, whose ahnrouncement of 
six votes for Stephens was greeted with uproarious 
applause, changed toa titter, however, when Brooks 
could not summon up resolution enough to vote 
for the winning man. Calhoun, likewise, joined 
in the rear of the maicoi tents, closely followed by 
Catoosa. Dodge county introduced a bran new 
statesman in the person of G. Patrick Woods, for 
whom she cast her twv votes. Echols, too, was a 
little fearful of Mr. Stephens, and went out-into the 
back yard joradrink. Then the gentlemen from 
Haralson found themselves in doubtand declined 
te answer the call of the clerk. Houston split up 
unaccountably, giving Mr Stephens four votes and 
holding two vgtesin petto. Three forthe dark 
horse of the futi¥?fe and one for Mr. Stephens was 
the declaration from Jackson, and Lowndes, Madi- 
son and Montgomery didn’t know what to make of 
what wes going on, while Mitchell split square in 
two. A young man from Paulding county arose, 
and made some remarks about harmony, in the in 
tefest of which his county would vote blank, which 
statement was received with a plentiful shower of 
hisses, at which the young man looked rather con- 
fused. Stewart county gave her quadrilateral to 
Martin J. Crawford, who will be heard from again. 
Then Telfajr, Twiggs and Wilcox brought up the 
extreme rear ‘‘eend’’ of the outside procession. The 
chair announced the resuit to be: Stephens, 325; 
blank, 39, of which M. J. Crawford got 4, G. P. 
Woods 2, and W. E. Smith 2. The chair thereupon 
declared that Hon. Alexander H. Stephens having 
received the majority of the votes for governor, 
was the duly nominated democratic candi- 
diate for that office. Mr. Phillip 
M. Russell, of Chatham, moved ‘that a commit 
tee of one from each congressional district be ar- 
pointed to wait upon the Hon. Alexander H. 
Stephens in person or by letter, and inform him of 
his nomination as the candidate of the democracy 


of Georgia for governor.’’ The following gentiemen '

The nomination of candidates for congressman 
at large created another buzz of excitement in 
the convention, as nearly every delegate 
vanted to see a member on the other sidé of the 
chamber Mr. D. N. Turner of Cobb, sec- 
onded by Mr. .L. F. Livingstone, of Newton, pre- 
seuted the name of Hon. Thomas Hardeman, of 
sibb. Hon. C, C. Jones, of Richmond, seconded 
by Mr. Render, of Meriwether, run up the colors 
of Hon. George T. Barnes, of Richmond. Mr. Bar- 
row, of Clarke, seconded by Mr. Harris, of Worth, 
nominated Hon. H. H. Cariton. Mr. Nathan Bass, 
of Floyd, seconde# by Mr. Wofford, of Bartow, 
introduced Hon. William H. Dabney. Mr. Shu- 
mate announced the withdrawal of Mr. Glenn 
from the race in favor of Mr. Hardeman. The an- 
swer tothe roll had not proceeded far when it be- 
came evident that Hardeman was too far in the 
lead forany of the others to ever catch up with him 
A scene of the greatest enthusiasm took place 
when the figure 176 announced that Hardeman 
had received aclear majority of the convention. 
The close .of the call resulted: Hardeman 217%, 
Barnes 77, Carlton 46'4, Dabney 19. A general 
change to Hardeman took place, making his ‘telec- 
tion unanimous. Spalding county was the first 
to change from Carlton and Barnes to Hardeman. 
The change wasanhuounced by Mr. Speer and was 
greeted with round after round of applause. The 
following is the vote by counties:

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SKETCHES OF THE NOMINEES. 


The Official Careers of Alexander H. Stephens aud 
Thomas Hardeman. 

Alexander Hamilton Stephens, of Crawfordville, 
was born in that part of Wilkes county, Georgia, 
which now forms a part of Taliaferro county, Feb- 
ruary 11, 1812; graduated at the University of Geor- 
gia, at Athens, in 1832; taught school eighteén 
months; was admitied to the bar at Crawfordville 


in 18384; wasa member of the house of refresenta- 
tives of the Georgia iegislature from ‘Taliaferro 
county in 1836, °37, '38, ’39 and '’40, and was a mein- 
ber of the state senate from Taliaferro county in 
1842; was elected a representative of the twenty- 
eighth, twenty-ninth, thirtieth, thirty-first, thirvy- 
second, thirty-third, thirty-fourth and th rty-tift» 
congresses (that is from 1543 to 1859) when he de- 
clined a re-election; was run asa presidential elec- 
tor for the state at large in Georgia, on the Douglas 
and Johnson ticketin 1860; was elected to the Se- 
cession convention of Georgia in 1861; opposed and 
voted against the ordinance of secession in that 
bbdy—but gave it his support afier it had been 
passed, against his judgmentas to its policy; was 
elected by that convention to the confederate con - 
gress, which met at Montgomery, Alabama, Feb- 
ruary 4, 1861, aud was chosen vice president under 
the provisional governmens by that congress; was 
elected vice president of the confederate states tor 
the term of six years, under what was termed the 
permavent government, in Novembe , 1861; visited 
the state of Virginia on a mission under the coufea- 
erate governmentin April, laé6l upon the tiuvita- 
tion of that state; was one of the commissioners on 
the part of the confederate goverument at the 
Hampton Roads conference in February, 1865: was 
elected to the senate of the United States in 1866, by 
the first legislature convened under the new con: 
stitution, made under the Johnson policy, but was 
not allowed to take his seat; was elecied to the 
forty third congress in 1873, (to fill the vacancy oc- 
casioned by the death of Ambrose R. Wright;) was 
elected to the furty-fourth, forty-fifth and forty- 
sixth congresses, and was re-elected to the forty- 
seventh congress as a democrat, receiving 11,145 
votes, without opposition. 
COLONEL HARDEMAN'S LIFE. 

Colonel Hardeman was born in Putnam county 
fifty-six yearsago. He wes gratuated at Emore col- 
lege in 1845 and read law iu the office of Judge 
Kk. V. Hardeman at Clinton, with whom he 
formed a copartnership, being admitted to the bar 
in 1847. Colonel Hardeman’s father moved trom 
Putnam eounty to M:econ ii 1836 In 18i8 he mar- 
ricd Miss Jane Lumsdev,of Putnam county. Aftera 
short residence iu Clinton, he moved to Maeon, and 
in 1851 he was elected to the legislature from Bibb 
county, and served for several terms as an old line 
whig until that party went to pieces in 1855, and as 
a member of the union party until 1859 
when he was elected to congress from the 
third Georgia district as a member of 
the American. party, and served until 
the state seceded, He defeated Hon. Alexander 
M. Speer. When the war came on he entered it 
as the captain of the Floyd Rifles, and when that 
company went to Norfolk and was formed into a 
battalion, he was elected major. He stayed at Nor- 
folk for a year, and when his battalion was dis- 
banded, he waselected colonel of the Forty-fifth 
Georgia. and was wounded at the  obattle 
of Cold Harbor, being shot through the 
lung and thigh. He was forced toresign, being dis- 
abled, and was subsequently appointed adjutant 
geveral on Gustavus W. Smith’s staff, a pusition 
which he held until the close of the war. since the 
war he has been in the cotton commission business 
at Macon, as a member of the firm of Hardeman & 
Sparks. He was in the ,.e islature and was 
speaker of the house during the administration of 
Governor Jenkins, He wasa candidate for gover- 
norin 1876, but withdrew in favor of Governur Col- 
quitt. His name has been associated with the gov- 
eornorship for several years. He is a man of fine 
physique and a gentleman of wide personal ac 
quaintance.

The Times,in 
its leading article this morning, says: - The 
hesitation of the porte at a moment when the 
hesitation has forced the British government 
to the conclusion that invitation to the con- 
ference has been virtually declined, and that 
nothing remains for it but to carry out, by its 
own efforts, the measures necessary te restore 
order in Egypt, there will be accordingly no 
further delay in carrying out the preparations 
for military action in Egypt. A _ definite 
order will be issued to-day for the despatch of 
a force for the purpose of doing the work 
which the porte is held to have deciined to 
urdertake. The Daily News learns that if 
the government considers it necessary to 
bring troops from India to Egypt they will 
ask the sanction of parliament there. 
A HASTY MEETING OF THE CABINET. 

A hurriedly convened meeting of the Brit- 
ish cabinet was held at two o'clock this af- 
ternoon. It is stated that the meeting was 
called to consider a telegram from Lord Duf- 
ferin, ambassador at Constantinople, and ar- 
rungements for military operations. The am- 
bassadors. in view of the extreme importance 
of the points as to whether or not the porte 
shall be again invited te join the conference, 
have _ telegraphed to their respect- 
ive governments asking speedy 
instructions. The Times in a 
leading article expresses the belief that the 
Opposition in parliament will move a vote of 
censure on the dilatory action of the govern- 
ment after the massacre at Alexandria in 
June, and its want of foresight and prepara- 
tion when the bombardment of that city had 
been decided upon. A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople to Reuter’s telegram company 
says, the text of the porte’s reply to the iden- 
tical note of the powers is as follows: “‘!f the 
porte has not hitherto decided 
on its own initiative to send 
troops to Egypt, it is because it was convinced 
that vigorous measures were avoidable. Ob 
serving with satisfaction that the powers have 
formally and resolutely recorded their difer- 
ences tu the incontestible and unquestioned 
rights and sovereighty of the sultan, the un- 
dersigned, by the sultan’s order, informs the 
ambassadors that the porte consents to par- 
ticipate in the conference. Signed by Said 
Pasha.’’ The conference meets to-day to dis- 
cuss a reply to this communication. It is 
thought probable that a fresh invitation to 
join the conference will now be addressed to 
the porte. 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Daily News says the porte has sent impera- 
tive orders to Arabi Pasha not to make a 
movement. A dispatch from Constantinople 
to the Times says: Arabi Pasha is trying to 
establish relations with the Arabs _ in 
Tripoli and southern Tunis. Prayers have 
been offered in the Calcutta mosques for the 
success Of Arabi Pasha, 


A WAR CREDIT ASKED. 


The British Cabinet Preparing for a Vigorous Prose 
cution ot the War in Egypt. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, July 20.—In the bouse of com- 
mons to-day, Mr. Gladstone gave notice that 
he would on Monday ask for a vote of credit 
for strengthening the force m Egypt. He 
said he would state the amount desired on 
Saturday. Mr. Gladstone confirmed §the re- 
port that the sultan had egreed to enter the 
conference, but he stated thut the porte had not 
replied as to the sending of Turkish troops to 
Ezypt. Sir Charles Dilke, under foreign sec- 
retary, stated that the government had de- 
clared to the conference that they reserved 
the right, with France, of taking steps to 
preserve the Suez canal.” The English and 
French ambassadors at Constantinople had 
informed the conference that they 
thought it desirable that any ac- 
tion in regard to the canal 
should receive the sanction of Europe. 
France and England, therefore, proposed that 
the powers be charged, in case of need, with 
the protection of the canal. In order to save 
time the powers\designated should be author- 
ized to decide on the mode of action which 
should be exercised. in every case or principle 
of the proctocale de desinteressement. 

Mr. Gladstone announced that if the vote 
of credit were agreed to he would ask the 
house to proceed with the tax billto meet the 
increased expenditure in connection with the 
dispatch of a force to Egypt. 

At the request of Mr. Gladstone a number 
of questions relative to Egyptian affairs were

fhe conference report on the river and har- 
bor bill was presented in the house to-day. The 
committee has reduced the aggregate amount 
of the specific appropriations contained in 
the bill as it passed the senate about $350,000. 
Among the items stricken out are those for 
Big Black river, Mississippi, and the bayou 
Lafourche andthe bayou Teche, Louisiana. 
The appropriation for Pensacola harbor is re- 
duced to $50. 000. 

THE SENATE ON THE REVENUE BILL. 

Wasnuinctos, July 2—lIn the senate, after 
some unimportant business, it was moved to 
proceed to the vevenue tax bill, and Mr. Hale 
supplemented this with a motion to read u 
the naval appropriation bill.

It 
is quite possible that such executions will 
continue for some time, as every day brings 
to light similar cases. 
THE CONDITION OF THE CITY, 

The News has the following dispatch: 
ALEXANDRIA, July 20.—Everything is at a 
standstill. Nothing is dcing and nothing is 
known. ‘The Roman weils cannot be cleaned 
and filled in less than a fortnight. The fleet 
can condense sutticient water for the crews 
and troops, but not for the populace who 
must go afloat or retire to the _ villages. 
The Suez canal and Port Said, are 
considered the most insecure. There is only 
asmall gufiboat in the canal, and there are 
12,000 Europeans in Port Sard, with 7,000 
Arabs. Several hundred soldiers with field 
guns, under Mahmond Samy are at Fort Que 
mi‘l, six miles oft. Ths town is literally at 
the mercy of the soldiers and people. Two 
British. corvettes have gone to Port Said. 
Arahi Pasha is calling in all the Bedouins in 
the neighborhood of Ramleh. 

THE WATER DIVERTED, 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Arabi Pasha has diverted the Mahmoudich 
canal, whi h supplies Alexandria with water, 
but it is believed that the greater part of the 
cisterns in the city have been recently filled. 
According to a telegram from Alexandria, 
dispatched at noon on Wednesday, the British 
were then preparing to dam Mahmoudich 
canal in order to prevent the water running 
off if Arabi Pasha stopped thesupply. Arabi 
has apparently been beforehand with them. 


THE PLANS OF ARABI, 


Caire KRecelves Arabi Pasha—Meeting of the Netabics 
and Muftia. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Surz, July 20.—The telegraph has been cut 
near Kafrel Dwar, and there is no communi- 
cation between Ras-del-Tin and Suez. The 
governor of Suez receives all his instructions 
trom Arabi Pasha in the capacity of minister 
of war. The governor's position is conse- 
quently one of great difficulty. 

The Reuter's telegram company has received 
the tollowing dispatch: Alexandria, July 
20.—Omar Pasha, Mufti governor of Alexan- 
dria, has returned here from Cairo, by way of 
Port Said. He has made the following report 
to the kbedive: On the way to Cairo I saw 
Europeans being massacred and their bouses 
pillaged at Damanhour, Tahtah and Mihalla, 
where the Alexandria rabble had arrived. 
They cut off the bands of the Berberiens be- 
cause they served Christians. Arabi Pasha 
had called a meeting at Cairo of all the 
pashas, ulemas and notables, and asked them 
whether it was right to ebey the khedive, 
seeing he had sold Egypt to 
the English. ordered the military 
to take houses, to make 1,500 loaves daily for 
the British without providing for his own 
troops, and sent telegrams in their name. 
The minister of the interior presided at the 
meeting. Mabmond Barendi Pasha practi- 
cally directed the discussions. Sheik 
Hassan recommended the declaration of 
a holy war, but at the instance of the Coptic 
patriarch moderation prevailed. The meet- 
ing appointed a committee to go to Alexan- 
dria in order to verify the accusations against 
the khedive. It was arranged that a commit- 
tee of seven should start on the 18th inst., go- 
ing from Cairo to !shmalia. Three mudires who 
were missed from posts, are imprisoned in 
Cairo for obeying the khedive. A counsel of 
war was held daily, Mahmond Barondi pre- 
siding. It is calculated that there is suf- 
ficiemt fresh waterin Alexandria to last ten 
days. 


THE FRENCH Crisis. 


The Ministry Tender Their Kesignations and the 
Chambera Apolog'ze 

Loxpow, Juby 20.—The Daily News’ dispatch 
from Paris states that DeFreycinet has piaced 
the resignations of himself and colleagues in 
the hands of President Grevy. The latter 
urgently begged them to withdraw their res- 
ignations. There is not the _  Slightest 
possibility that (rambetta will = be 
summoned to form a ministry. 

In the chamber of deputies to-day several 
deputies declared that the notes yesterday 
were in no way aimed against the cabinet. M. 
Ferry stated that President Grevy had refused 
to accept the resignation of the ministers. 
Some radica miembers endeavored to reopen 
the discussion. The chamber finally passed, 
by a vote of 276 to 105, an order of the day 
implying confidence in the government, and 
leaving aside the question of the Mairie. The 
crisis is therefore ended. 

Lonpon, July 20.—A Pueris dispatch to the 
Times says: *‘M. Goblet, minister of the in- 
terior, has tendered his resignation, which 
will be accepted. This will probably end the 
ministerial crisis.’’ .

hour hereafter. Myr. Morrill’s mo- 
ion to lay aside all pending orders 
to take up the tax 0Obill prevailed 
—yeas, 35; mays, 2% The pending 
amendment was that of Vorhees to strike out 
the provision repealing taxes on bank cap- 
ital and deposits, bank cheeks, drafts, etc. 
Mr. Jonas in some remarks upon the fourth 
section repea!ing the additional 25 per centum 
levied by the act of 3875 on all imported su- 
gars, said he had voted for the tariff commis- 
sion in the belief that it was safe to have the 
sugar interest considered in connection with 
the general subject of tariff revision. He pre- 
ferred this to any partial or half way action. 
He quoted the statement that a reduction 
of the sugar tariff would be eaiamitious to the 
planters of Louisiana and other sugar 
growing states, particularly after the great loss 
sustained by them from the late floods, and 
submitted figures showing the small profits 
realized from the culture and manufacture of 
the sugar. Oneof the best crops of late years 
amounted to 240,000,000 pounds of sugar, 
which at 7'4 cents realized $18,000,000, he 
molasses from this sugar would be worth 
$4,000,000 more, making the value of the pro- 
duct of the crop $22,000,000, The cost of 
making this crop was $20,000,000, which left 
$2.000,000 net profit, or 2% per cent on* 
the capital invested, Any _ serious 
reduction of the price would entail 
such a loss in receipts as would wipe out en- 
tirely the profits if the proposed cut of 25 per 
cent was made, and when the tariff is revised 
a further reduction of 25 per cent. This 
would destroy the planting interes altogether. 
He argued that it was fallacious to assume 
that a modification of the sugar tariff. or an 
abolition of duties, cheapened the cost to the 
consumer. What guarantee was there that 
the refiner would sell ata lower rate? Con- 
cerning the reduction upon cigars and cigar- 
eites, he said the agitation of 
proposed change had unsettled 
market, and he insisted that 

trade should be protected either by a restora- 
tion of the house clause allowing a rebate or 
postponement of time at which the act shall 
take effect from October (the date fixed for 
the law to take effect) until January or May 
next. After some further debate Mr. Voor- 
hees's amendment was rejected by 15 to 41. 
The senate committee amendment to the first 
section as amended by the reduction of the 
tax on tobacco was then agreed to—39 to 9. 
The question recurred on the remainder of 
the section. The portion adopted 
gives the tax on manufactured tobacto 
after January 1, 1883, at 12 cents per pound, 
and provides that the repeal of the taxes on 
capital and deposits, banks and bankers, shall 
affect such taxes as are now due and payable, 
and that the repeal of the stamp tax on bank 
checks, drafts, orders and vouchers shall not 
take effect until October 1 next. Adjourned. 

THE ALABAMA CONTESTED CASE, 

In the house Mr. Page, of California, sub- 
mitted a conference report upon the river 
and harbor appropriation bill, but as there 
were kndications that its consideration would 
consume a large portion of the day, it was 
withdrawn. The house then resumed con- 
sideration of the Alabama contested case of 
Smith vs. Shelley. Mr. Raney, of Alabama, 
presented the cause for the majority, review- 
ing the facts asshown by the testimony, 
asserting that there was nota fairand free 
elect'on in the fourth dis- 
trict of Alabama, and urging that 
in as much as the contestant who had been 
legally elected had recently died, should be 
declared vacant. The case of the contestee 
was presented and argued by Mr. Beltzhoover, 
of Pennsylvania, who quoted from the Record 
to strengthen his assertion that the sitting 
member was entitled to retain his sea’. Mr. 
Curtin, of Pennsylvania, in a brief 
speech, dwelt upon the neces- 
sity of the members determining 
elections cases as judges, and not as legisla- 
tors not as partisans, and advocated the adop- 
tion of some system whereby another tribu- 
nal should be charged with the duty of de- 
ciding those cases. After a speech by Mr 
Oates, of Alabama, in favor of the sittin 
member, the previous question was orde 
by yeas 145, :ays 1, (Hardenberg). Mr. Cal- 
kins then closed the debate in support of the 
majority report. A resolution declaring the 
seat vacant was then adopted—yeas 145, nays 
1. Ona question of precedence of business 
the democrats refrained from voting, leaving 
the house without a quorum. Adjourned,

“Can you make us 
a jug very quick?’ Foreacre asked of a long, 
lean, lank looking fellow who stood in the 
midst of a pile of unburnt jars, pitchers, 
pots and jugs. 

“Oh, yes; come in.” 

Taking up a lusap of while looking pipe 
clay, he patted ita little, put it on a re- 
volving disk of wood, and in less than three 
minutes had turned us a jug that would 
hold a gallon. At first it Jooked like a smali 
cuspidorn, then by pressing the clay together 
with moistened hands, up it went into a 
jar and then intoa jug.

Funeral Exerelses of Colonel Alfred Shorter—Elo- 
quent Addresses.

Rome, July 20.—The funeral exercises of 
Cvulonel Alfred Shorter took place to-day. At 
nine o’clock this morning, the bells of the 
city were tolling, while the remains were 
brought to the Baptist church, where they 
lay in state until 3 o’clock this afternoon, 
when the funeral services took place. Hun- 
dreds of people visited the cnurch during the 
day to take a last look at the dead man’s face. 
This afternoon the church was crowded to 
suffocation, and scores could not obtain ad- 
mission. The mayor and council attended in 
a body. Scores of pupils of Shorter college 
were there, and grief was plainly visible on 
their countenances, The music was grand and 
solemn, and tie utterances of the gifted orators 
made a deep and lasting impression. 

Rev. L. R Gwaltney, the first and the pres- 
ent president of the Shorter college, deliver- 
ed a beautiful eulogium on the deseased 
philanthropist. Eloquent and fervid, yet 
touching and tender, were the preacher's 
words, and the audience was moved to tears. 

Rey. C, H. Stillwell, an old and intimate 
friend of Colonel Shorter, bestowed upon his 
dead friend his mead of praise, overflowing 
with the touching tributes of a pure and ex- 
alted friendship. His words were listened to 
with marked attention. eS) 

Rev. G. A. Nunnally then delivered a dis 
course on the character of the deceased. Mr. 
Nunually’s oration was full of beautiful gems 
of thought, uttered with a glowing eloquence, 
that impressed his words upon every heart. 
He said: ‘After Colonel Sherter had served 
his own generation, by the will of God, he 
fell on sleep, and was laid unto his fathers. 
His preparation for serying this world was by 
first becoming aservamt of God. Being im- 
bued with the spjrit of Divine mercy, he was 
pre in heart for that ministry of love 
and sympathy which characterized his life. 
He studied age in which he lived; he 
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knew the powers and necessities of others. 


His kindness gave no soft couch to indolence 
—his favor was no encouragement to indiffer- 
ence—and his gifts were no rewards to dissi- 
pation; but his discriminating benevolence 
gave relief to the suffering and 
his generous’ aid always __ fostered 
virtue and supported every struggling endeav- 
or. He learned his own capacities. He 
measured himself. He measured his life- 
plan, and filled it. He recognized the will of 
God in determining his conduct. High above 
seif and self-glcry, above wordly pleasure and 
worldly profit, high above the vices of men 
and the calls of business, was God enthroned 
in the conceptions of hig mind and in the 
affections of his heart. He felt that this age 
had served him. This people had trusted 
him without Sreisibtanee- aid patronized him 
without limit, and had accepted his Trecom- 
mendations without question. His liberal 
life he regarded to some extent as the pay- 
ment of adebt which he owed the people 
with whom he had lived. 

He served this generation by his example 
of energy andenterprise. With his orphaned 
boyhood before us and with his success in life 
as a recorded fact, how every young man 
should be inspired with the hope of accom- 
plishing great things! He was the acknowl- 
edged center of the business circle, and an 
illustrious model in the mercantile pursuit. 
He served this generation by his life. He 
maintained his integrity under the fire of 
temptation, persevered in his rectitude, in 
the face of defeat, was humble in the hour of 
victory, and was loyal to his God and his re- 
ligion all the time, and he ftnished his course 
with joy, 

His crowning work of benevolence in 
building the college which bears bis name, 
seem to eclipse all the little acts of kindness 
which had made him precious to all the 
people.

Everything in sight was in a prosperous con- 
dition, and scarcely a field could be seen 
but was being worked by laborers and 
brought up to the highest cultivation. Nu- 
merous orchards were also passed, in which 
the peaches were being picked for the mar- 
ket orthe still; and hereand there was a 
negro cabin with a small Jot in front,in which 
abuxom colored damsel was bringing out 
the pared and peeled product of this great 
fruit section to dry in,the sun. FEyve- 
rytuing and every. farm that we passed was 
bearing to its fullest extent; fields where in 
the early summer had glistened the heavy 
heads of oats and glictered the golden grains 
of wheat, were now covered with flourishing 
crops of peas or potatoes; cotton, the most 
luxuriant looking plants of all vegetation, 
wasup high and turning with the sun. the 
sign that it was in the best possible condition; 
even the persimmon, the walnat and the 
chesnut trees were full of fruit and ‘nuts, all 
fully up to the standard of the season. It 
was a section of the country well worth look- 
ing at.

are laid out with a level, and kept up thor- 
oughly the year around. Where this year 
was grain the stubble will be turned under

Down below this hill lies forty or fifty acres 
of bottom land, through which runsa branch. 
And such a bottom! Never, 1n all our expe- 
rience of the rich swamp land and alluvial 
deposits of northwestern Ohio—in travels 
through the mchest portions of Indiana and 
Illinois, and states west of the Mississippi— 
have we seen such a depth of soil or such in- 
exhaustible fertility. The branch had been 
run into a deep ditch, and gazing down the 
sides the black muck could be seen to the bot- | 
tom. It was almost as rich as guano or other 
commercial fertilizers, and far better in its 
inexhaustible capability of bearing crops. 
Forgenerations back this ground had laid 
untilied, accumulating the productsof a wild 
and luxuriant -vegetation, covered with an 
impenetrable cane brake, with willows 
and other trees in the morass. Up to last 
April it wes the undisturbed domain of 
nature. At that time Mr. Powell com- 
menced his attack; the cane was. cut 
down, sharp, knife like plows cut up the 
roots, the scattering trees were felled and | 
everything burned in the land; a_ deep, 
straight ditch with a fifteen foot tall carried 
off the water; and now, out of the forty or 
fifty acres which constituted the area, twenty- 
five were covered with corn whose tasseled 
tops waved high above the head, the stalks 
bearing heavy ears nearly matured, While 
the unusually wet season left some of the 
corn on these low portions ina poor condi- 
tion, yet most of it was thick and luxuriant, 
while in many places the stalks were fifteen 
feet high and stout in proportion; and from 
the whole, besides an unusual amount of 
fodder, at least six hundred bushels of good 
corn will undoubtedly be gathered. 

FINE COTTON, 

On other parts of his plantation, Mr. Powell 
has some of the largest and finest cotton to be 
seen anywhere at this time of the year, some 
plants having already over fifty squares. The 
cotton is just beginning to bloom, and has 
already some bolis upon it. He also has some 
upland corn that promises to turn out very 
fine. Ona high and commanding site, on one 
part of the farin is a beautiful grove of small 
trees, Where Mr. Powell thinks soon of build 
ing a pleasant co tage and spending his dee ia- 
ing years In peuce. “a very pretty site. 
Allof Mr. Powe l’s farming operations are 
conducted upen an intelligent plan, and the 
result is that he has one of the best plants- 
tions in thissection, even the poorest lands 
being made to pay a handsome income.

Cairo letterin the Sunday School Times. 

Upon hearing the name of Uraby I pricked 
up my ears; for was not this the famous 
Arabi Bey who wes playing sucha part in 
modern Egyptian politics?

His friends had often told 
him thatthe cause of his life’s barrenness 
was, of course, known to the Omniscientonly, 
but that as she was an Eyyptian of the low 
lands and he wes descended irom the stock of 
Abraham and his eldest son Ishmael, God 
would be much more likely to bless him with 
offspring were he to take unto himself a wife 
from among the children of the desert. 

He accordingly sent eastward to certain 
wandering tribes, and in due course of time 
bad brought to him a true Bedawin girl. This 
girl, knowing that she bad been taken to wile 
by her husbaad only with a view to offspring, 
had, on her way tu el-Wijb, passed by the 
resting place of the remains of Our Lady Na 
‘feessah (between Zagazig and Ismailah), to 
there pray that she might be blessed soon 
with a male child. that she might find favor 
with her lord. During the night that this 
true Arabian girl, who was on the eveoi 
marriage, spent at the tomb ot are less ap, 
Nafeessah she had adream. A man clothes 
in the robes of the religious ordercf law 
dloctors appeared to hersaying: ‘Go in peace 
to thy intended husband, for thou shalt find 
, favor in his eyes.”’ 

In the fullness of time she gave birth to a 
male child, and when the midwife bore the 
glad tidings to the father, he exclaimed: 
**Ahmad-ul-l’Aha!’’ which means, “I praise 
God.’’ Wherefore all the women friends, 
when they heard what the father had said, 
declared that the boy should be called Ah- 
mad, Ahmad grew up to be a stalwart youth, 
and was known among his tellows by the ap- 

ellative.‘‘el Urabi,”’ because of his descent 
from the Arabs, in contradistinction with the 
Egy ptians.

An American Colonel on the Defenses of Cairo and the 
One Strategic Yolnt. 

Special Dispatch to the New York World. 

WasHincton, July 15.—Colonel A. 5S. 
Boernstein, who spent severai years in Kgypt, 
ending in 1877, and who wrote a book called 
“The Land of Egypt,” said to-day with regard 
‘to Arabi's opportunities for defense outside of 
Alexuan iria: ‘Cairo has no forts exeept the 
citadel, which is armed with antique worth- 
less guns that could be shelled out in a short 
time. There isa very strong fort, however, 
on the Nile, twenty-six miles from Cairo, to- 
wards Alexandria, on which the government 
has spent vast amounts of money and time. 
Itis really a very strategic point, being, in 
my opinion, the key to Cairo, If the English 
can take that fort they can walk right into 
Cairo, after bombarding the citadel for a short 
while.”’ 

“Will Arabi Bey 
point, do you think?” 

“Undoubtedly, he knows he cannot make a 
successful stand’at Cairo, nor will he go into 
the desert. Ido not think Arabi will fight 
until he arrives at that fort. He will make 
a determined stand there and if defeated 
will fall back on Cairo, in which event a gen- 
eral masacre of Europeans will follow. The 
populace will be so worked up by their fa- 
natical Mahometan teachers that women 
and children will participate in the reign o 
terror and immense numbers of Europeans 
will be killed. Should a battle ensue in Cairo 
the carnage would be dreadful on account 
of the narrow streets. It is to be hoped peace 
will be declared before that city is reached. 
The Egyptians are unmerciful, = gig if 
worked up on their religion, and I appre- 
hend serious consequences when Cairo 1 
reached.”’

THE KUKLUX LAWS. 
Two or three years ago, when Congressman 


Blackburn announced in the stentorian tone 
of voice characteristic of the western states- 
man, that the war legislation should be 
swept from the statute-book, there was quite 
arumpus among the republicans. Conger, 
who was then in the house, licked the cob- 
webs from the ceiling with his fiery tongue, 
and lashed the air with his hairy arm; Reed, 
of Maine, made a speaking-tube of his pro- 
boscis and shook the dome; and many prom- 
inent temperance men among the republi- 
cans astonished the bar-keepers of the town 
by rushing in bareheaded and calling 
fordram. It was discovered after awhile that 
Mr. Blackburn bad been misundgrstood, but 
weeks elapsed before the more prominent 
republicans sobered up, and only the other 
day a Chieago paper alluded to ‘‘the desperate 
attempt’’ of the democrats to ‘‘undo the re- 
sults of the war.’”’ However, when the dem 
ocrats came into power in congress there was 
no attempt made to ‘‘sweep’”’ war legislation 
into oblivion or to ‘‘obliterate”’ it. Even the 
series of acts known as the Kuklux laws was 
allowed toremain. These acts are to be found 
in the Revised Statutes, title LXN.X, chapter 7, 
under the caption, ‘Crimes against the elec- 
tive franchise and civil rights of citizens.’’ 
Under these acts thousands of innocent 
persons have been arrested at the instigation, 
and upon the information of the men who ren- 
dered themselves ocius duriing the recon- 
struction period; and the laws were carried 
into effect under the partisan manipulation of 
the federal courts by such judges as Durell, of 
Louisiana, and Bond, of South Carglina. Re- 


cently, however, they have been “swept” off 
the statue book by a decision rendered by 
Justice Woods. 

It appears that Mr. Charles A. Culberson, @f 
Jefferson, Texas, was employed for the de 
fense in a recent so-called ky-klux case in 
the United States district court for the western 
district of Texas. The case went against his 
clients in this court, and it was carried up. 
Fustice Woods, Of the United States supreme 
court, has rendered an elaborate decision, in 
which he reverses the judgment of the court 
below, and remands the cause with directioiis 
to discharge the prisoner. 

Justice Woods in bis devlsion declares sec- 
tion 5519 of the Revised Statutes unconstitu- 
tional, and there is nO room to doubt that 
other sections will be similarly disposed of 
whenever the question is brought up for re- 
adjudication. Section 5519 is as follows: 

If two or more persons in any state or territory 
conspire or go in disguise on the highway or on the 
premises of another for the purpose of depriving, 
either directly or indirectly, any person or class of 
persons of the equal protection of the laws or of 
equal rrivileges and immunities under the laws, or , 
for the purpose of preventing or hindering thecon- 
stituted authorities of any state or territory from 
giviag or securing to all persons within such state 
or territory the equal protection of the laws, each 
of such persons shall be punished by a fine of no: 
less than $500 or more than $5,000, or by im prison- 
ment, with or without hard labor, not less than six 
months por more than six years, or by both séch 
fine and im} risonment. 

In effect, the decision of Justice Woods is 
to the eftect that congress has no authority to 
go beyond the specific grant of power con- 
tained in the constitution; that when the 
constitution forbids a state to ‘do a certain 
thing, the power of the national government 
is limited to the state’s action, which it can 
foreibly restrict within the prohibition. 
When, therefore, the constitution says that 
‘ng state shall make or enforce any law 
whiclgi shall abridge the privileges or imma- | 
nities of citizens of the United States; nor

regs has no further authority than to prevent 
any state {rom violating that prohibition. But 
when Israel Le Grand and two other white 
men of Texas conspired and went upon the 
premises of the negro Dennis Bolton, and as- 
saulted and shot him and inflicted bodily 
harm upon him, “especially for the purpose 
of depriving him, the said Bolton, on account 
of his said race and color, of his right and 
privilege to give evidence in a certain crimi- 
nal prosecution,” etc., it does not follow that 
the state of Texas had either abridged his 
privileges and immunities, or denied him the 
equal protection of the laws. When a state 
has not violated the constitution congress has 
no power to punish individuals who, without 
having authority from the state, have been 
guilty of such violation,

The Cotton-Tie Swindle. 
New Orleans Picayune. 

In anothor column we print telegrams se nt yes- 
terday by Colonel Louis Bush, president of the 
National cotton exchange, calling upon all the cot- 
ton exchanges of the south to join in an effort to 


defeat the proposed amendment to the tariff bill 
now pending in-congress, in so far as the Morrtil 
amendment is connected, which raises the duty ou 
cotton tics. These are new admitted on an ad 
valorem duty of 35 per cent, butit is proposed to 
increase it so as to enlarge the customs dues 
1', cents per pound. This wouid en- 
hance the cost of the ties used on our crop fully 
$500,000, and, as the the telegram of Colonel Bush 
states the additional exaction would fall entirely 
on the cotton producer, since the tare is already es 
tablished, and no additional allowance would be 
made for the change in the tariff. This matter was 
before congress a short time since, and when its 
merits were examined, and it was found to be in 
the interest of a small clique, the measure designed 
to secure the same object as the present Morrill 
amendment was defeated.

The cotton exchanges of the southern cities have 
sent msssages to southern senators and representa- 
tives aking them to ‘defeat the proposed increa eof 
duty on iron cetton-ties, inasmuch as said increase 
will largeiy add to the cost of preparing the cotton 
crop for market and fall solels on the planting in- 
terest of the south,’’ and the New Orleans exchange 
has dispatched an agent to Washington to represent 
the planting interest on the subject, 

The matter stands thus: The owners of several es 
tablishments in Pennsylvania and Ohio, where 
these hoop-ironu ties are manufactured, ask congress 
tocollect ferthem an additional tax of 12 cents a 
bale on all the cotton used in the country. The 
cotton crop is about 6,000 000 bales, and the extra 
tax would amount to over $700,000. The cotton 
planters protest thatit is unfair and unequal to 
take fromthem this sum of money without any 
consideration whatever aod give itto perseus in 
Pennsylvania aud Ohio who have done nothing and 
are doing nothing forthem. They assert that all cit- 
izens and classes of citizens are, and of right ought 
to be, equal before the law; thatcitizens who live in 
one state, or are engaged in ane legitimate industry, 
ought not to be taxed for the special advantage of 
those living in another state or engaged in another 
legitimate industry. They claim that raising cet- 
ton in Mississippi is as ancient, honorable and com 
mendable a business as is the manufacture of hoop 
iron in Pennsylvania, and thatitis less profitable. 
The government ought to treat all its citizens alike, 
and itis not right, either in principle or practice, 
to compel a man who raises Cotton to pay a special 
tax of lZ cents a bale overand above the market 
price of the hoop-iron tiesto the man who manu- 
factures these ties.

A CURIOUS INCIDENT, 


By Which the Auther of a Famous Letter ts Proba. 
bly Breught te Light. 

It will be remembered that a short time ago a let- 
ter was published in the Athens Banner signed byw 
H. R. Smith, and dated Clayton, Georgia, in which 
it was stated thata plan was on foot to go to Wash- 
ington and ‘“‘Guiteau Speer,’’ which, of course, 
meant to assassinate the young member from the 
ninth. 

The history of the publication of this letter isa 
queer one. It came to Mr. Yancey, business man- 
ager of the Banner, accompanied with a note ask- 
ing that it be published and the name of the writer 


withheld. The note did not indicate what the 
communicaton was and he laid it on the desk of 
Mr. Gantt, the editor, Mr. Ganit presuming that it 
had been approved by Mr. Yancey published 
the letter without reading the manuscript and 
really without knowing what it conwined. When 
it appeared in the paper they claimed thatit was an 
attempt to create sympathy for Speer under cover 
of alleged persecution, and asserted that it was 
written by some supporter of Speer in the 
disuict. 4uc Gseinesville Southron denied that 
any Speer man had ever written the letter, and 
claimed that it was all ha ched upin the Banner 
office for the purpose of Creating a feeling against 
Speer on the grounds that his friends were trying 
to manufacture sympathy for him. A search 
was made through Rabun county, and 
it was discovered that no such man 
as Smith lived in the county and the Southron de- 
manded that the Banner should furnish an author 
for the letter or accept the onus of having made it 
up and published it. The editurs of the Banner 
have been ever since then trying to discover the 
real author of the letter. ‘he taunts of the Gaines- 
ville Southron prokoved replies from the Bauner, 
anda most furious tilt has been going on be- 
tween the editors in which there have been mutual 
threats of cowhiding, and the mystery has remained 
up to yesterday unsolved—the Southron holding 
the Banner responsible for the letter until they 
could produce a bona fide author, and the Banner 
claiming that it was a trick of some henchman of 
Speer. 

‘On yesterday Mr. Yancey, of the Banner, reached 
Atlanta. He Was on his way to Rabun county ac- 
companied by a dewctive for the purpose of ferrit- 
ing out the author of the Guiteau letter, He stated 
that be was determined to get at the bottom of the 
matter if it took him «a year. Last night Mr. Yancey 
was in a room with a Carlton caucus, when thesub- 
ject of the letter was mentioned and Judge Aleck 
trwiu asked himif he had itin his pocket. Mr. 
Yancey produced it, and Judge Erwin looking at 
the letter closely, said in an emphatic voice : 

“Why, [know the man that wrote this,”’ 

“How do you know it?’ 

“Why 1 recognize the handwriting. It i tte 
writing of the postmaster at Clarkesville, whe was 
appointed through the influence of Mr. Speer, and. 
he is a devoted Speer man.’’ 

Upon being questioned, Mr. Erwin insisted that 
he was certain about the handwriting, but to mae 
it surer he cailed his brother, W. 8, Erwin, and sub- 
mitted the matter to him with these words: 

‘‘Don’t be misled by the date or the location of 
this pote, but tell us whose haudwriting itis "’ 

‘It is the writing of Mr. Bradiord, the postmaster 
at Clarksville,’’ said Mr. Erwiu, withouta moment's 
hesite tion. 

The letter was afterwards submitted to Mr. W. I. 
Pike, of Jefferson, and he pronounced it without 
avy doubt the writing of the Speer postmaster. 

The above facts we get from Mr. Yancey hitaself, 
He considers them conclusive proof and has tele- 
graphed therm to his paper. ‘he chance discovery 
bas changed his plans, and instead of going to Ra- 
bun he will leave for Clarksville, where be will sub- 
mit the handwriting toa large number of citizens 
and get their views about it. The Messrs, Erwin 
and Mr. Pike seem to be certain about the matter 
and say thatit admits of no argument. If their 
opinion is good the authorship of this letter which 
has become famousin the ninth and may become 
still more famous would appear to be settled, or at 
least in a fair way for settlement. 


AMERICAN OFFICERS IN EGYPT. 

Epitors Corstituttion—In an article headed 
“American Officers in Egypt,’’ which appears in 
your issue of the 15th instant, injustice is done toa 
large number of brave and capable southern of- 
ficers. 

The whole number of American officers in the 
military service of Egypt from first to last was forty- 
four. Of these, twenty-four were southern men, 
who, with one or two exceptions, were regular of- 
ficers of the old service who resigned to join the 
confederacy. The greatest numberof Americans at 
any one time was twenty-four, of whom twelve were 


ex-con federates. 

In the article referred to, only General Loring is 
mentioned amorg the soutnern officers who served 
in Abyssinia, and of him it says,in that connection, 
‘he commanded the disastrous expedition against 
Abyssinia.’’ 

General Loring was notin command of that ex- 
pedition, and is not responsible, therefore, for its 
disasters. If the old hero had been in command 
the results would have been very different 

No mention is made of General Field, a distin- 
guished veteran of the army of northern Virginia,, 
nor of hisimportant and conspicuous services in 
Abyssinia; norof Lockett, Ward, Kennon, Derrick, 
Warren, Hall, Johnson, Morgan and others. Whether 
upon the battlefields of Abyssinia, the burning 
sands of the Great Desert, or amid the pestilensial 
jungles of central Africa, these officers, surrounded 
by difficulties and dangers few can understand or 
appreciate, patiently, faithfully and nobly did their 
duty as soldiers and scientists They sheuld occup 
a conspicuous place on every list of American ob 
ficers in Egypt.

As 
the men came together after each round they 
slugged fiercely, but Sullivan’s blows were 
telling so severely on Wilson that he fell 
heavier each time, and struggled to his feet 
half unconscious, but with terrible persisten- 
cy. Then be began to clinch the champion, 
and occasionally the men rolled to the floor 
together 

SLUGGING LIKE PIRATES, 

Sullivan was always first up, panting wildly 
and glaring at Wilson, who struggled feebly 
to his feet, and after countering Sullivan’s 
right-handed blow, which had grown weak 
and ineilective, Wilson would throw 

HIS ARM ABOUT SULLIVAN’S NECK, 
and cling to him, taking frightful punish- 
ment about the face and putting in heavy 
right-hand blows on Sullivan’s body. In vain 
the champion sent him to earth, after falling 
on topof him. Wilson, half unconscious and 
unsteady, but always game, struggled up to 
the scratch at the fifth round and won his 
half of the gate nroney and the $1,000. 

At the end of the match the men were bat- 
tered and bruised and winded, butof the two, 
Sullivan undoubtedly suffered the most. A 
match has already been arranged for them in 
the prize ring. A vast amount of money 
changed hands. 


WILD THUNDERBOLTS. 


Freaks of the Kind ot Electricity Which Man is Un 
able to Muarness. 

Three cyclones of terrific violence cut their 
paths through portions of the Indian territory 
on the 6th, 7th and &th of this month. The 
last of the tornadoes, that of Monday, the 8th, 
was remarkable for its electric phenomena, 
lightning playing freaks the like of which no 
person in the neighborhood of Paris (Texas) 
ever had seen. Boit after bolt descended, and 
many trees were rent asunder or scattered 
into splinters. The cyclone’s track was about 
fifty yards wide and three’ miles-tong. 
Among those killed by lightning in this 
track was Wallace Hill, who had just 
driyen into Paris with a load of 
telegraph poles. Hill's deatiwas instantane 
ous. When the body was examined by the 
coroner that officer was startled to sce the 
picture ofatree photographed in fiery red 
upon Hill’s chest just over the heart. The 
picture was in cutline and in detail of branch 
and leaf a true miniature of an oak that stood 
afew feet from the spot of death. Vines 
clung to the original tree and the vines were 
to be seen in the blood picture. The delicate 
veins of some of the leaves were visible also 
and microscopic examination showed that the 
natural act of photograpy was much nearer 
perfection than an artificial act would have 
been. The portion of the skin containing the 
picture is preserved by Hill’s family. 

During.a heavy thunder storm that swept 
over harvey burg, Ohio, a few days ago, Frank 
Oyler, a lad-of sixteen years, songnt refuge, 
with his plowing team, in a barn. While he 
was caring for his horses the building was 
struck by lightning. The bolt passed onige 
the building, hit the boy fairly between the 
shoulders and running down his back passed 
around in fropt across the groin, thence down 
the left leg to the knee, where it forked and 
sent both prongsto the barn floor. This bolt 
that passed down the lad’s back and leg set fire 
tothe floor atthe points where the prongs 
struck, and ina few minutes the building 
wasin ashes. Frank’s younger brother saw 
the barn in flames, and fighting his way in 
dragged the insensible lad to the house. 
Young Oyler remained unconscious for nearly 
an hour, during which time his father traced 
the course of the bolt by means of a blistered 
streak running from the shoulders to the left 
knee. Upon recovering, and at last accounts 
he was nearly well, the bo said: “Quick as 
she went I could feel the darn thing ali the 
way from neck to my knee.”’ 

On Tuesday night of last week lightning 
struck a telephone pole near Roxbury, Conn. 
After shivering the pole into a thousand frag 
ments the current ran along the wire to Rox- 
bury station and Bridgewater, melting the 
telephone bells at each station. The thunder 
clap that accompanied thisstroke caused Mrs. 
Wells, who lives near Roxbury depot, to leap 
affrighted from her bed. Looking through a 
window she saw a large map in the depot 
framed in fire and the alarm immediately 
given by her saved the building from destruc- 
tion. At one point near Bridgewater the tel- 
epbone wire hangs near the ground. A few 
inches from the wire a gow was switching her 
tail. The current left the wire and killed the 
cow. 

Lightning came down from acloud that 
overhung Atlanta, Ga., on Saturday, the 13th 
inst., and did more damage than a shell 
thrown fiom a siege gun into the heart of the 
city would have done. The bolt, or Jove’s 
handful of bolts, killed a horse, a mule and 
a second mule,tearing the latter from the side 
of its mate, which was untouched. Then 
running through the wall of the Harden 
dwelling, on Northern avenue, the lightning 


killed little May Mitchell and prostrated Miss | 
Eliza Mitchelland Mrs. Harden. The lucier 
regained consciousness in ashort time, but 
she was blind, her eyelids being turned inside 
out Several other persons in the victuity 
were knocked down and clocks and Windows 
were shatvcered. 

Mrs. Burrows, of Kaufman, Texas, wis at 
her tea-table last Tuesday evening. . A s arp 
cry from his wife caused Mr. Burrows tv look 
up. She held her tea-cup in her hand, which 
was half way uptoherlips. Mr. Burrows 
asked what was the matter, and she replied: 
‘I’m shot thrqugh the head.”’ As she spoke, 
a second electric current enveloped her head, 
The cup was knocked from her hand. She 
tried to get up, and was knocked insensible 
by a quickly following eurrent. Mr. Burrows 
was not touched. The poor woman was 
rational on the following day, but could not 
open hereyes. Last year two men and three 
animals were killed within a few yards of the 
same house. 


WAS If YELLOW FEVER? 


A Fatal Case in New Orleans Over Which the Doc- 
corsa Piffer. 
Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette. 

New Orveans, July 18.—This morning 
Louis Dichler, an Alsatian, and a resident of 
this city for two years, died at the Char ty 
hospical under circumstances that led House 
Surgeon Miles, supported by other members 
of the hospital faculty, to pronounce his dis- 
ease yellow fever. Mr. Dichler’s attending 
»hysician, Dr. Charles Shuppert, Jr., and Dr. 
Senda president of the board of health, are 
equaliy convinced that it wasa clear case of yel 
low jaundice. Dr. Chaille,of the national! board 
of health, inclines to the opinion that the 
diagnosis of the hospital surgeons is correct, 
but will not express a positive opinion until 
in possession of all the facts. When the case 
was first reported this afternoon it created 
some excitement, but since the facts have be- 
come known there isa very general disposi- 
tion to agree with Drs. Shuppert and Jones, 
that it wasacase of jaundice. The circum- 
stances are as follows: Dichler passed through 
the epidemic of 1673, when it is said he had a 
genuine case of yellow fever. Since then he 
has been engaged im various breweries. He 
was intemperate, and careless of: his health 
at all times. Last week he exposed himeeli 
to the sun and nightair while under the in- 
fluence of liquor, Next day he complained of 
sore throat, and that night tied a lump of ice 
around his throat. Next morning he was 
worse, and Dr. Shuppert was called in. He 
pronounced it a case of yellow jaundice and 
srescribed accordingly. The patient had 
ittle or no fever. Two days afterward (Sun- 
day) he was removed to the charity hospital. 
Here he reported that he had fever every 
other day. Last night the hospital physicians 
decided that it was a case of yellow fever. 
This morring at 7 o’clock the patient’s tem- 
perature was 104; by noon it had risen to 109, 
and twenty minutes thereafter he was 
dead. Doctor Miles, house surgeon, 
gives the symptoms of the case as 
follows: Pointed tongue, infused eyes, con- 
gested gums, albumen in urine. On the other 
hand, Dr. Jones thus sums up the case: In- 
temperance, intense jaundice, no vomiting or 
purgation, albuminaria, congestion of the 
internal organs, rapid rise of temperature, and 
death. A further examination of the case 
will be made by prominent physicians to- 
morrow. Those interviewed to-day, who have 
been made acquainted with the facts, agree 
with Dr. Jones that Dichler’s disease was yel- 
low jaundice. If it proves to lave been yel- 
low fever all the evidence goes to show thatit 
originated here,

CONVICTS IN COURT. 


A Potitien! Tax Asscevor Finds Himselfin a Wretched 
Condition. 

New Yor, July 20.—The case of General 
Curtis, exetreasury agent, who was indicted, 
tried and convicted in the United States cir- 
cuit court before Judge Benedict, for collect- 
ing money from office holders for political 
purposes, again come up to-day, when 
a decision was rendered by the 
court in bance, composed of Judges 
Wallace, Benedict and Brown on 
a motion for a new trial and arrest of judg- 
ment, which was argued a fortnight ago. 
Judge Benedict said the court was unanimous 
in its conclusions, affirming the constitution- 
ality of the statute under which Curtis was 
indicted. He then handed down an opinion, 
prepared by Judge Wallace, in which all the 
judges concurred. At the conclusion of the 
opinion a decision was given denying the mo- 
tion for an arrest judgment and a 
new trial. District-Attorney Woodford 
moved for sentence, when General Curtis, 
counsel, moved for a suspension of the sen- 
tence, saying he intended carrying the case 
to the United States supreme court. Judge 
Benedict said passing the sentence would not 
prevent the case being carried to the supreme 
court. He then sentenced Curtis to pay a fine 
of $500 each, on the first and eight counts of 
the indictment, making $1,000, the prisoner 
to stand committed until the fine is paid. 
General Curtis was removed to the marshal's 
office. It was expected that the tine 
would be peid during the evening. Late 
in the afternoon General Curtis was placed in 
charge of his counsel, who was made United 
States deputy marshal. Pending an applica 
tion to Chief-Justice Waite, who is at present 
at Lyme, Conn., fora writ of habeas corpus, 
returnable before the supreme court of the 
United States, Curtis's counsel said he would 
not defer making the application 
forthe writlater than to-morrow. Should 
Chief Justice Waite grant the writ he will 
determine whether he will hear argument 
himself or make it returnable before the full 
bench of the supreme courtin Washington. 
The application for the writ is to be made to 
further test the constitutionality of the act 
of congress under which Curtis was con- 
vic.ed. 


A MISER’S MONEY. 


Unprecedented Wealth Revealed by the Death of an 
Apparent Medieant.

PiiLADELPHIA, Pa,, July 18.—In Shamakin 
strect, a small thoroughfare near Twenty- 
second and Callowhill street, William Jen- 
kinson, an old man, without any visible 
means of support, lived a lonely life for sey- 
eral vears. is leisure time was spent in the 
Guarantee Trust and Safe Deposit company’s 
building. Three weeks ago Jenkinson was 
taken ill, and at his request he was conveyed 
to the Jefferson College hospital for treatment. 
A few days later he dispatched a messenger 
to the office of the Guarantee ‘Trust 
for one of the _ offivers to visit the 
hospital and draw up his will, but by the 
time of the arrival of the latter the ola man 
had grown worse, and continued so until he 
expired on the 9th instant, without the will 
being made, It was then revealed that 
Jenkinson had a little fortune locked in a box 
in the vault of the Guarantee Trust, which 
company was appointed administrator and the 
remains properly interred. During his sick- 
ness Jenkinson talked of a wife and two chil- 
dren and of a sister in lowa, to whom it is 
supposed he intended to leave his money. 
The contents of the box in the company’s 
vault are valued at $25,000, and consists prin- 
cipally of Schuylkill navigation company 
bonds. 

The deceased is said to have been engaged 
years ago in a manufacturing business in the 
Chester valley, and diligent search is being 
made to discover the whereabouts of his rela- 
tives.
